WHEN YOU GO from the 
Chinese countryside to the’ city, 
by way of the Huai River proj- 
ect, you are going from an agri- 
culture which kas. been trans- 
formed but which :s still China's 
bedrock to something new. In- 
dustry js the new center of 
ae here. Eveivthing which 

as happered here in three 
years has been -ebuilding, clean- 
up, removal ot the wreckage, 
wiping away the cobwebs of 
feudalism, getting a whole peo- 
ple on its feet. But it can be 
summed uy: as laving the foun- 
dation for a qualitative chanze— 
from the peasant to the worker. 

For it should not be forgotten 
that the working class is small. 
This is true even taking into ac- 
count that gargantua of a city, 
Shanghai, and the great forward 
“strides in the Northeast.

Production is 23 times the 
previous volume. Calculated in
